Extra native steers are selling in 
New York for $5.30-5.50 per hun- 
dred pounds, live weight. 

James Pierce, of Albion, Idaho,

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The westward travel on overland 
lines, says the San Francisco Bul- 
letin, continues to increase until all 
railroad men agree that it is larger 


to | regards the daily average than 


it bas ever been before. Not only 


is this due to the season’s excur- 


sions that are now beginning to 
come this way, but the regular sin- 
gle overland passage overland 
travel to California is much larger 
than it bas ever been. It is out of 
all proportion to what it was last 
year at this time,’’ said General Su- 
perintendent Fillmore in speaking 
of the matter. Our train from 
Ogden last evening for this city 


contained twenty-five cars—five 
Pullman sleepers, twelve second- 
class sleepers and the rest baggage 
and express cars. The train leaving 
Ogden to-day will have seventeen 


cars. 

Because of this growing travel 
the Southern Pacific and Unioo Pa- 
cific officials recentiy had a coafer- 
ence, and it was decided to have 
two through trains daily from 
Omaha to Fan Francisco. This 
new plan will go ſuto effect next 
Sunday—ou the 13th inst. Super- 
intendent Fillmore states that o e 
of the through trains will carry seo- 
ond-clase passengers aud local pas- 
seuger; the other first-class 
sengers or the Pullman travel. The 
trains will leave Omaha daily at 10 
hours apart. The second-class 
train will leave first, but the other 
will overtake and pass it at Ogden 
aud reach the city nearly 12 bourse 
ahead. By close connections and 
fast running these overland trains 
will reduce the time from San 
Francisco to New York nearly 24 
hours. The run from Omaha to 
San Francisco, 4,805 miles, will be 
made in 72 hours—the fastest sched- 
ule time yet ordered on these lines. 
The saving in the time can be read- 
ily illustrated by saying that the 
overland which reaches that city 
daily at 11:10 A. M. will arrive by 
the new schedule at 7:10 the even- 
ing previous. Between New York 
and Omaha there are several trains 
daily. Under the new schedule 
there will be no rechecking of bag- 
gage at Ogden, the only rechecking 
beiug required between New York 
and San Francisco being Omaha. 
Pullman travelers will have to 
change cars on the overland trip 
from New York three times—at 
Chicago, Council Bluffs and Ogden. 
The ratiroad officials are now cor- 
responding with tbe Pullman man- 
agers, and it is hoped to have one 
1 changes at least done away 
With. 


No Overiand Rate War. 

That portion of the traveling pub- 
lic which has been anxiously wait- 
ing for a war of rates among the 
overland roads to go East for little 
or nothing are to be dieappointed. 
Bat a few weeks ago there were 
some signs that the big roads run- 
ning to this coast would pull off 


their coats, so to speak, and go in 
forafight. There Was much cause 
for discontent. While all the San 
Francisco agents were apparently 
charging the open, published rate, 
they were, nevertheless, making 
secret cuts of from $5 to $12 in 
order to take business from their 
competitors. This gave rise to con- 
stant uneasiness, and finally the 
cutting of rates became so open 
that a general demoralization per- 
vaded every office in that city. In 
a few days the condition of things 
is to change, for, according to a tel- 
egram received Monday, the Chi- 
cago conference of transcontinental 
representatives, have drawo up a 
strict agreement to maintain pas- 
senger rates on the Pacific Coast. 
Copies of the agreement are now 
on the way out here, and it is to go 
into effect on November 15th.
